‘The spiralling prices were 
the result of short supply 
caused by poor harvests, here 
and worldwide, and а growing 
demand for the sweetening 
agent, here and worldwide. 

The total value of the 
sugar and mollasses produced 
this year was $280,828 acres 
were harvested this year, only 
7.716.976 tons of sugar were 
ground. 

Last year, 214,742 acres 
were harvested for a total of 
8,141,958 tons ground.

Changes Set for Some 


Schools Open Monday 


The 1974-75 school year will begin in the Glades at 
8:15 a.m. Monday when classes begin at seven area 
elementary schools, some of which will be undergoing 
changes in the type of education offered. 

West Area Superintendent James Maynor said 
several schools will be benefiting from pilot programs 
in “continuous learning” and “flexible staffing” which 
have been carried on in a couple of local schools for up 
to three years. 

Maynor said the continuous learning program will 
be implemented this year at Belle Glade Elementary, 
Gove Elementary and Gladeview Elementary. 
Lakeshore Elementary will be the recipient of the 
flexible staffing program. 

Canal Point was the proving ground for continuous 
learning, which Maynor described as being a skills 
mastery technique, with each child learning and 
mastering certain skills as his own rate of speed before 
going on to the next step. 


Flexible staffing involves a team teaching concept, 
with teachers working in teams of four; two 
;arts, one social studies and science and one in math for 
each group of children. 

Maynor said flexible staffing has been in the works 
at Eastlake Elementary School in Pahokee for the past 
three years and it, as well as the Canal Point program, 
has received national attention, with observers coming 
to the area from other areas to observe the techniques.
